BREATHING APPARATUS AIR COMPRESSOR, CYLINDERS AND FILL STATION.  
Sealed bids will be received in the Jasper County Government Building at the Office of Ms. 
Kimberly Burgess, Director of Administrative Services, 358 Third Avenue, Ridgeland, South 
Carolina 29936 until 4:00 P.M. on September 10, 2019 at which time, the bids will be publicly 
opened in the Jasper County Council Chamber and read aloud.  Bids received after the stated 
time will not be accepted. Bidders with questions or needing additional information should 
contact Mr. Shannon Smith, Jasper County Emergency Services, at (843) 726-7607. 
 
SPECIFICATIONS: 
In order to be considered complete, bids should include the following: 
 
-All hardware and parts 
-Single phase breathing air compressor, four (4) bank, and 4-6000 psi cylinders with fill station 
-Boom/Frag Box that is capable of filling two (2) SCBA 4500 psi firefighting cylinders at the 
same time  
 
BID REQUIREMENTS 
Bidders should provide an original and two (2) copies of the bid.  Bids should be placed on 
company letterhead or on a document which provides Bidder name, address, phone number and 
other pertinent contact information.  The successful Bidder will be required to furnish a W-9. 

Bidders are required to comply with the President’s Executive Order No. 11246    and Order No. 
11375 which prohibit discrimination in employment regarding race, creed, color, sex or national 
origin; Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, the Davis-Bacon Act, the Anti-Kickback Act, 
the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act, and 40 CFR 33.240

The County of Jasper, South Carolina reserves the right to waive any informalities or 
irregularities in the bids received, to negotiate certain or all contract bid items, to reject any or all 
bids and to award or refrain from awarding the contract for the equipment, whichever is deemed 
to be in the County’s best interests.
